Captain Don Roy also advised that the pursuit of this program will better serve our 
community. 


Dr. Sheldon Cheskes further explained the need for and the operation of the program. Dr. 
Cheskes strongly believes that this program will make a great impact in our community and 
expressed his confidence in the success of the program, which will make Brampton a landmark in 
providing this program. Hamilton and Oakville already have this program in effect. Dr. Cheskes 
advised that the base hospital will be providing the education and training for this program. 


Mr. Larry Beyak, Laerdal, offered a demonstration of the defibrillator and explained its operation.

(File G20).David Garner advised Council that the Ministry of Transportation started construction 
of Highway 407 in 1987; however, progress was slow because of the lack of funding. It was 
decided that Highway 407 would be a fully electronic toll highway when completed in order to 
pay for the itself. Regular users of the highway will have a credit card sized transponder which 
will be placed in the car's windshield. The transmitters mounted above the highway will send a 
signal to the transponder to register the vehicle entering and/or leaving the highway. For those 
who do not have the transponder, people will be billed through a video tracking system which 
tracks license plates. The distance of the highway is from Highway 403 to Highway 48 - 
approximately 69 kms. The actual cost of the toll has not yet been set, although it is estimated to 
cost between .07¢ and .09¢ per kilometre, with an average trip length of 11 kms. It will take 
approximately 30 years to pay for itself. 


John Beck thanked everyone for the opportunity to speak on this matter and provided an update 
on the new schedule for completion of the Highway. He commented that the work on the 
highway is carried out in an integrated manner with a multi-disciplinary team of design and 
construction staff. There are 4 regional governments, 12 municipalities and over 30 utilities 
involved in the project. 


Approximately 10% of the work has been completed, costing $100 million, with 1,400 full time

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jobs created. It is estimated that another $275 million will be spent on the construction, creating 
another 4,700 jobs.

The Commissioner of Community Services announced the construction of a new recreational 
facility in the southwest quadron of Brampton. 


The City of Brampton is proceeding with the approval of the proposal to construct the 4 rink 
recreational facility on the Ray Lawson Boulevard lands (northwest corner of Ray Lawson 
Boulevard and McLaughlin Road). The Commissioner of Community Services advised that the 
ground breaking ceremony is intended to take place in September 1995, and the official opening 
of the facility to take place in September 1996. 


He indicated that 2 of the 4 rinks will be operated by the City and the other 2 rinks will be 
programmed by the private sector but operated by the City. There is also potential in the future 
for a 50 metre olympic size swimming pool. 


This facility is a joint partnership together with Sheridan College, whereby Sheridan College has 
agreed to provide for parking on their site to accommodate this facility, while the City will 
construct and maintain the lot. In turn, Sheridan College will have access to that lot also, 
specifically during the day. Mary Hoffstedder, President, Sheridan College, expressed her sincere 
thanks and appreciation for this partnership. 


The cost of this facility is provided from levies. The Development Charges which derive from 
new growth in Brampton are put into levy reserve funds; therefore, this facility is built as a result 
of new growth in Brampton and, in turn, this facility will better serve the that new growth. The 
operation of this facility will not have any impact on the taxpayers. The Commissioner of 
Community Services also commented on the economic impact for Brampton's economy. 


The Commissioner of Community Services stressed the importance of public consultation. There 
will be at least 3 public meetings for Wards 3 and 4 to provide any input before the tender process 
begins. He also feels it will allow for a great number of tournaments which will bring many 
residents to Brampton from all over the Greater Toronto Area. 


The Commissioner of Community Services also answered concerns about not improving the 
existing recreational facilities rather than spending money on a new facility. He explained that the 
money from the levy funds may only be used for new growth such as this project. Improvements 
have to be dealt with through the tax base, which is to be addressed through the budget process.

Mr. Heino Neilsen was present on behalf of Mr. Mike Sullivan, who are both members of the 
Ontario Liquor Boards Employees’ Union. The Union has 5000 members that work throughout 
Ontario. Approximately 55 of those members work in the Brampton/Bramalea area in local liquor 
stores. 


Mr. Neilsen presented a brief overview of the Union’s standpoint on this matter. He advised that 
a public information campaign has been established through 

an extensive media campaign 

working with local social/health community groups in the area 

a letter writing campaign directed to the Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations and the 
Premier of Ontario 

speaking to many Town and City Councils throughout the area 


The Union takes a strong position that privatization will have a negative impact on individual 
municipalities. The most common issues that are being addressed to date are relating to the price, 
convenience and hours of operation (including Sunday opening). During the last 3 to 4 years, the 
Union has been attempting to implement these changes to better serve the public with little or no 
success. The Union does not want to be an obstacle in implementing these changes but feels these 
changes can take place without privatizing the current system. 


When looking at other jurisdictions where privatization has occurred, the following negative 
impacts have taken place: 

e increased costs in transporting and shipping the alcohol 

e selection has decreased by as much as 50% 

e prices have increased by as much at 15% (in order to stay in the current tax/profit margins) 
e increase in consumption (resulting in an increase in police and social services costs) 


with most of these costs to be borne by municipalities. 


In summary, the Union strongly feels that the LCBO is not serving the public to its full capacity 
and can be both improved and enhanced through the current system. 


Council is welcome to study the detailed information package submitted to the City Clerk which 
provides further information than those packages distributed at the Administration and Finance 


Committee meeting of October 2, 1995.

e. to invite a stream of capital that can be invested in the kind of growth-oriented SME’s that 
represent growth or opportunities in Canada’s regional economies 


WHEREAS the current Business Immigrant Investor Program was created to provide an 
immigration class for a qualified group of successful business people whose presence will enrich 
the Canadian economy; and also created to invite a stream of capital that can be invested in the 
kind of growth-oriented SME’s that represent growth or opportunities in Canada’s regional 
economies; 


WHEREAS the current Immigrant Investor program has been successful in attracting 
approximately 13,000 business immigrants, and investments worth $2.6 billion and employment 
opportunities for 28,000 people in local economies across Canada; 


WHEREAS the current Immigrant Investment program provides multiple market driven 
investment windows for business immigrants, flexible access to foreign capital for interested and 
qualified small and medium sized Canadian enterprises; 


WHEREAS the benefits of the current program have been translated in positive economic 
development initiatives, measured as increased local employment, a diversification of the local 
labour force and work-force, increased commercial and residential assessment and increased tax 
revenues for all levels of government, across Canada; 
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WHEREAS the mismanagement of a small portion of provincially approved funds has lead the 
federal Department of Immigration and Citizenship to appoint a private sector panel to advise on 
ways to improve the economic benefits of the program; 


WHEREAS the private sector panel has recommended a radical overhaul of the Business 
Immigrant Investor Program to correct minor flaws in its application. Inherent in this 
recommendation is a centralized, 100% government sponsored system cited as “single window 
trust” funds; 


WHEREAS the aforementioned recommendation clearly limits many local high growth small and 
medium sized investment opportunities from attaining access to business immigrant capital; 


WHEREAS the proposed recommendations from the federally appointed private sector panel 
negatively impacts local economic development opportunities including those in the City of 
Brampton, Ontario, Canada by being highly selective, geographically, in the allocation of business 
immigrant capital; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED THAT the City of Brampton believes that its local economy, 
its infrastructure and targeted immigrant investor markets will achieve the greatest benefit if the 
existing Immigrant Investor Program framework is refined to tighten procedures associated with 
past highly publicized abuses as defined under Options A and B of the federal “White Paper”; and

Note: City Councillor Hunter declared a conflict of interest with regards to Items E6 and F1

Ms. Janice Robinson advised that the implications of not having farm assessment for vacant lands 
not being farmed are great. Landowners will no longer be able to hold onto their lands until such 
time as development takes place. They will either be forced to sell or not zone the lands; 
therefore, future development and expansion will not take place in Brampton. Potential 
purchasers will not wait up to 6 months for the lands to be zoned. She would like to see a solution 
for Brampton that would help restore some fairness. 


Mr. Bob Hooshley pointed out that the City is not providing any service to the vacant lands; 
therefore resulting in zero revenue generation. It would be a great loss to the City. Landowners 
will have no choice but to sell, change the zoning or not pay taxes. This will no longer attract new 
business to Brampton but drive them away. 


Mr. E. Fordking advised that due to the financial pressure on the landowners, keeping vacant 
lands farmed have helped reduce taxes. Unfortunately because of one court decision, the whole 
system is upset. The taxpayers and the municipalities in Ontario need to encourage the Province 
to enact new legislation to incorporate a “level playing field”. Due to this court decision, there 
will be a greater number of assessment appeals as well as a greater number of power of sales. 


Mr. R. Lackey noted that the City of Brampton has been built on one basic principal, being that 
the developers zone and service the lands at their own expense. Until such time as the lands could 
be built on, it would continue to be farmed and pay farm taxes. Landowners are now suffering 
greatly and are very worried that there will no longer be new development.
